How  pleafant  muft  that  fcience  be  which 
records  botli  the  works  of  nature  and  of 
man  I  How  tranfporting  to  invefligate 
final  caufes,  arid  obferve  the  divine* 
iinfdom  and  goodnefs  difplayed  in  the 
i^il,  vegetable  and  animal  kingdoms., 
Hiftory  is  indeed  the  moft  inftrudtivc  and 
ufdul,  as  well  as  entertaining  part  of  li¬ 
terature,  efpecially  that  branch  of  it 
lyhirh  relates  the  voluntary  adtions  of 
.  Ij^ukind,  38  united  in  focicty.  By  hif- 
:^ry  alone  we  can  attain  a  true  know- 
mdge  of  human  nature,  and  the  various 
Jorkings  of  the  paflions,  and  the  prin- 
Pples  by  which  they  arc  influenced* 
Ukom  it  we  may  form  prudent  and  un- 

t^ing  rules  for  the  condudt  of  life,  both 
Jp  A  private  and  public  capacity.  It  dif- 
vers  the  power  of  paflions  and  intc- 
Pis,  the  importance  of  times  and  con- 
ndlures,  and  the  coni'equences  of  good 
evil  counfels.  By  experience  we  ob-

tain  knowledge,  but  it  is  at  our  owm  cx- 
pence;  but  civil  hiftory,  by  furnifliing  us 
with  examples,’  teachelh  wifdom  at  the 
expcnce  of  others.  A  fmall  piece  of  hifj 
tory  furnifhes  us  w’ith  a  greater  variety 
of  incidents  for  the  improvement  of  our 
minds,  and  the  right  condudt  of  human 
life,  than  volumes  of  the  bell  and  pureft: 
plays.  Romances  and  novels  too  often 
debauch  the  mind,  and  your  chajle  tete^ 
a-tete  chronicles  have  made  many  con¬ 
verts  to  adultery ;  but  civil  hiftory  pro¬ 
duces  a  continual  improvement  in  vir¬ 
tue. 

It  is  the  only  foundation  of  all  philofo- 
.  phy,  I  may  add  of  moft  of  our  ftandard 
lentimerital  comedies  and  tragedies.  For 
what  is  the  llage  (the  high  road  to  h — 
if  you  will  believe  our  hypocritical  nar¬ 
row-minded  bigots)  but  a  living  hiftory 
of  men;  and  its  principle  defign  is  to, 
form  the  manners.  What  is  tragedy, 
which  forces  out  the  briny  tear,  but  a 
few  incidents  of  hiftory  well  told,  ending' 
with  a  fatal  cataftrophe,  every  line  where¬ 
of  tends  to  infpirc  us  with  horror  for 
guilt  by  the  fatal  effeds  that  fucceed  it, 
and  with  veneration  for  virtue  by  the  jufti 
praifes  and  rewards  that  attend  it.  And 
is  not  the  end  of  comedy,  by  reprefent-. 
ing  the  manners  of  the  age,  to  correct

bout  fifty  years  before  the  commence- 
ment  of  our  sera,  when  Caefar  landed  at  , 

Coway  Stakes  in  Britain,  he  found  it  di-  ^ 

vided  into  many  fmall  tribes  or  clans,' 
whofe  fcle  property  was  their  fword  and  ' 

cattle.  He  faw  the  fliocking  account* 
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(^n  by  the  Phoenician  navigators  of 
ti^ir  ferocity  verified.  Scarce  did  they 
oe^cr  any  part  of  their  bodies  with  the 
fititis  of  bcalls.  Their  dwellings  were 
h^s  of  reeds ;  on  one  fitlc  lay  the  parents 
44^1  children,  a.l  naked,  on  heath  and  the 

leaves  of  trees  (for  flraw,  as - relates, 

had  none);  and  on  the  other  fide 
^rc  their  cattle.  Their  language  rc- 
^bled  the  croaking  of  ravens;  the  w'O- 
nifcn  of  a  particular  diftriit  were  common 
to  the  men  of  that  place.  Their  only 
«fnaments  were  figures  made  by  prick¬ 
ing  their  bodies,  and  infuling  into  them 
juice  of  certain  herbs;  and  they  were 
•igm't  ant  of  all  the  refinements  of  life. 

'N  >w,  Sir,  from  this  period,  ncgleding 
aH  the  tales  concerningour  more  early  hi- 
ftoriee,  accurately  and  impartially  to  con- 
^dei  the  interefting  annals  of  this  country 
lliould  be  the  employ  of  every  Briton. 
Hone  of  us  fiiould  be  ignorant  of  bur 
j|6atincrs,  cuftoms,  government,  religion, 
lilivs,  and  civil  police.  To  know  what 
were  in  ages  paft;  by  what  means 
ilbd  eaufes  the  various  changes  and  revo- 
/ns  we  have  undergone  were  accom- 
Jriilhed;  and  how  we  are  now  arrived  at 
il,  great  a  degree  of  perfedion  in  all  the 
and  fciences,  in  civilized  life,  and  in 
Ijixury  and  vice,  is  certainly  an  inftruc- 
9v’e  and  interefting  fccne. 

The  knowledge  of  our  native  country 
a  ftiidy  we  have  long  ncgleded.  Fo- 
.jjtigners  have  juftly  ridiculed  us -for  our 
^|rofs  ignorance  therein.  In  fome  parts 
Europe,  there  are  eftabliihed  femina- 
rtts,  where  the  youth  are  taught  the  hifi 
lory  of  their  native  country.  Let  us 
uih.  Sir,  that  this  mod  valuable  branch 
education  has  been  fo  long  neglected 
us,  or  at  lead  confined  to  the  fchools 
our  univerfities.  Shall  boys  fleep  over 
few  clafiical  auliiors  for  fix  years,  and 
ver  once  think  of  that  which  alone  can 
and  qualify  them  for  active  life,  for 
mg  able  ftatefmen,  good  magiftrates, 
peaceable  and  virtuous  members  of 
iety  ?  Will  not  all  your  readers  agree 
ith  me  in  faying,  that  a  part  of  the  pe- 
od  of  life  ufually  fpent  in  the  purfuit 
learning  and  mental  accomplifhments, 
ight  tol>e  devoted  to  the  ftudy  of  chro- 
logy,  geography  and  hiftory  ?  Is  there 
c  parent,  who  fends  his  fon  even  to  a 
ininon  country  fchool,  barely  to  read 
ul  write,  but  would  be  defirous  to  have 
im  initiated  in  thefe  valuable  parts  of 
ence,  were  it  cuftomary  fo  to  do  ?  If 
c  happen  to  be  in  company,  where  wc

find  one  (and  it  is  but  rarely  to  be  found) 
that  excels  in  fuch  knowledge,  how  do 
we  liften  to  him,  and  regard  him  as  an 
oracle !  Why  then  fiiould  wc  deipifc 
what  we  approve,  or  neglect  what  we  all 
acknowledge  to  be  of  fupereminent  worth 
and  excellency  ? 

To  illuftrate  what  I  fet  out  with,  viz, 

“  That  we  may  learn  more  for  the  direc¬ 
tion  and  government  of  our  moral.con- 
dud  from  one  pafl'age  of  hiftory,  than 
from  any  other  fpccies  of  literature I 
repeat  tha  following  account  of  a  battle 
which  happened  on  the  19th  of  July, 
1333,  between  Edward  III.  and  Douglas 
the  rcgent.of  Scotland.  Ourcaftlewas 
then  commanded  by  Sir  William  Keith* 
Edward  had  belieged  it :  it  was  reduced 
to  extremity.  Tradition  narrates  feme 
fabulous  ftories  of  the  governor’s  Ton’s 
heroic  adions.  The  garrifon  capitu¬ 
lates:  they  are  to  furrender  in  a  few 
days,  if  not  relieved.  The  Scottilh  ar¬ 
my,  on  hearing  the  news,  grow  impa¬ 
tient,  and  force  their  general  to  put  the 
whole  fate  of  the  nation  on  the  event  of 
one  day.  lie  attacks  the  Englifh  at  Ha- 
lidown-hill,  a  little  north  of  us.  The 
Scottifti  cavalry  fight  with  great  fpirit. 
The  adion  becomes  fteddy  and  dcfpe-* 
rate.  Edward  comes  up  in  perfon,  and 
galls  them  w’ith  his  archers.  Douglas 
falls.  Their  whole  army  is  routed,  and 
flies  in  confufion.  The  Irilli  give  no 
quarter.  All  the  Scots  grandees  and  no¬ 
bility  are  either  flain  or  taken  prifoners. 
Near  30,000  fighting  men  are  left  dead 
on  the  field.  K.  Edward  lofes  only  one 
knight,  one  ’fquire,  and  thirteen  foldicrs. 

From  this  fingle  battle  I  could  draw 
more  inftrudive  moral  leflbns  than  one 
of  your  numbers  would  contain:  but, 
alas  !  here,' Sir,  I  muft  ftop  (hort ;  for,  iti 
fo  doing,  fome  *well  difpofed  perfons 
would  mifeonftrue  my  meaning,  and,  in 
a  few  hours,  the  town  would  ring  loud 
and  long  with  acclarnatory  fliouts  againft 
me,  that  I  was  too  great  a  friend  of  vir¬ 
tue;  that  they  would  not  have  their 
faults  reproved,  nor  their  vices  expofed; 
or  that  I  had  laflied  fuch  a  man,  woman 
or  girl;  and  that  their  evil  deeds  would 
be  foon  enough  publiflied  on  the  judg¬ 
ment-day.  For  fuch  there  is  a  maxim 
I  have  fomewhere  read  extremely  ap¬ 
plicable,  “  Give  not  that  which  is  ho¬ 
ly  to  dogs,  nor  caft  your  pearls  before 
fwinc.”

He  feis  before  him 
wbat  his  mother  had  prepared,  and  ad- 
dftfies  him  to  eat  thereof,  and  to  bJefs 
kifti;  to  this  he  urges  him  under  the  pre- 
ICBCc  of  his  being  £fau  his  hrft-bom,  and 
fbfjtpeding  the  promifed  bleffing.  Ifaac, 
alUk)Ugh  he  was  ready  enough  to  make 
gomi  his  promife,  yet  being  unwilling 
that  any  fhouM  be  preferred  to Efau,  and 
bl^gafiaid  left  he  fhotild'be  impofed 
-  to  the  injury  of  his  firft-born,  is  not 

'  forward  in  pronouncing  the  blefting, 

--^(Pcially  as  two  very  relevant  objections 
fpl^ed  to  occur  to  fet  afide  the  prefent 
cMnant.  In  the  hrft  place  it  ftrikes 
biai  that  it  was  fcarce  poiiible  Efau  could 
bc^et  returned,  and  therefore  it  was 
V  ab^her  who  perfonated  him.  To  this 
^^gifcCtion,  however,  Jacob  has  a  ready 
p  inyer,  and  one  which  he  knew  would 
'  aiejre  Ifaac  from  infilling  more  upon  it: 
hc^fwers  that  the  Lord  his  God  brought 
kljiw.  But  it  is  to  be  obferved  here, 
^iM^^ever  true  this  might  be  in  one  fenfc, 
n  the  fenfc  in  which  Jacob  knew 
would  take  it  up,  it  was  abfolutely 
as  it  was  probably  not  venifon ;  at 
rate  it  was  not  venifon  brought  from 
icld.  After  all,  Ifaac  ftill  diftktisfied, 
although  he  infifts  no  more  upon 
yet  as  it  occurs  that  however  well 
b  might  feign  Elan’s  voice,  and  be 
to  mimic  it  pretty  nearly,  yet  there 
ftill  fo  much  of  his  own  voice  and 
nt  remaining  as  to  make  it  perceivc- 
or  at  leaft  doubtful  to  Ifaac  whe- 
it  was  Jacob  or  Efau  who  prcfently 
cfTedhim:  and  he  feems  rather  in- 
d  to  think  it  Jacob’s  voice,  even  after 
ad  felt  him,  and  had  him  brought  as 
as  he  could;  which,  by  the  bye, 
s  to  afeertain  that  Ifaac  ftill  intended 
bleiling  for  Efau,  and  not  for  Jacob, 
g  under  this  apprehenfion,  he  ad- 
*es  him  the  third  time,  with  a  quef- 
as  preciliii  and  exprels  as  he  could 


think  of,  no  doubt  prefuming  that  Jacob, 
if  it  was  he,  would  not  perlift,  after  be¬ 
ing  f )  fufp'-Nfled,  to  anfwer  in  the  affir¬ 
mative  to  a  queftion  put  fo  home  t©  him. 
Having  received  a  fatisfadtory  anfwer, 
he  diimifles  all  doubts  of  his  being  his 
very  fon  Efau,  and  fo  proceeds  to  eat  of 
his  venifon,  an<4  to  blefs  him,  as  the  fc- 
quel  informs  us. 

Here  again  the  queftion  recurs,  whe¬ 
ther  Jacob  committed  a  fin  in  this  his 
conduct  towards  his  father;  and  in  my 
apprehenfion,  if  we  lerioufly  attend  to 
the  fadl  and  confider  it,  elpecially  in  a 
connedled  view,  it  is  exceeding  clear, 
that  in  this  particular,  as  well  as  in  other 
ones,  Jacob  is  chargeable  with  a  crime 
of  a  no  fmall  degree.  This  might  be 
evinced  at  great  length ;  fuffice  it  for  the 
prefent  to  obferve,  that  if  we  examine 
the  matter  with  precifion,  we  will  find 
that  it  involves  with  it  no  lefs  a  compli¬ 
cation  of  crimes  than  covetoufnefs,  in- 
juftice,  deceit  and  diffimulation,  and,  1 
might  add,  difobcilience.  That  there  is 
covetoufnefs  and  injuftice  conncdled 
with  it  will  appear,  if  we  advert  to  the 
ftate  of  the  fad  prior  to  his  interference 
in  it;  for  the  bleffing  was  intended  for, 
and  might  be  expeded  juftly  to  belong 
to  his  elder  brother  in  the  firft  inftance. 
With  this  Jacob  is  not  fatisfied,  but  co¬ 
vets  w’hat  he  w'ell  enough  knew  was  not 
intended  for  him ;  and  not  only  covets 
it,  but  alfo  purfues  every  undue  meant 
that  he  thinks  may  be  conducive  to  pro¬ 
mote  his  unjuft  defign,  viz.  of  depriving 
his  brother  of  the  bleffing.  That  there 
is  exprefs  deceit  and  diffimulation  made 
ufe  of  by  him,  can,  I  dare  fay,  fcarcely 
be  difputed ;  for  Ifkac  does  not  alk  him, 
merely  if  he  was  his  elder  fon,  which 
might  have  given  fome  colour  for  ufing 
fubterfuge  or  evafivc  reply,  but  he  ex- 
exprefsly  queftions  him  if  he  is  his  very 
fon  Efau,  When  to  this  w'e  add  the 
difficulty  that  Ifaac  had  before  laboured 
under  w'ith  regard  to  his  being  Efau,  and 
which  was  uttered  in  his  hearing,  there 
is  no  room  to  doubt  but  Ifaac  under- 
ftood,  and  that  Jacob  meant  that  he 
ihould  fo  underftand  his  anfwer,  as  if  he 
had  faid  in  as  many  words,  lam  thy  very 
fon  Efaut  which  was  abftriutely  falfe  in 
every  view  we  can  take  it.  What  aggra¬ 
vates  the  matter  here  is,  that  ho  in  doing 
fo  deceived  his  father,  and  went  direiftly 
crofs  to  what  he  knew  to  be  his  father’s 
will  in  this  affeir;  whereas,  as  an. obe¬ 
dient  child,  he  ought  to  have  promote# 
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iqiyer  may  fuperintend,  but  he  cannot 
nplilh  that  hiinfcU':  Surely  R.  L. 
d  not  impofe  the  talk  nor  cxpencc 
him,  and,  1  luppole,  in  other  re- 
_s  he  ^vill  not  be  wanting.  I  inuft 
l<)  much  for  that  venerable  body  of 
the  clergy,  that  they  have  hardly 
failed  in  contributing  their  (hare  to 
advancement  of  cither  the  arts  or 
ces:  I  coafefs.

odes  "and  pointed  epigrams  intimated  a 
frclh  recruit — So  a  grave  jxilitician,  who 
frequented  the  coflee -houfe,  when  thefc 
pocket  qualms  were  upon  him,  ufed  to 
give  a  moft  melancholy  and  deplorable 
account  of  the  ftate.ofthe  nation,  the  in-, 
creafe  of  taxes,  abnfe  of  the  public  reve¬ 
nue,  the  national  debt,  decay  of  trade» 
Sec,  &c. ;  but,  when  the  cold  fit  of  thiji 
intermitting  fever  left  him,  the  feene  was 
of  courle  .altered ;  then  the  power,  gVau- 
deiir  and  wealth  of  the  Britifli  nation 
were  the  continual  harangue.  In  (hort, 
this  barometer  of  (late  aKvays  rofe  or 
fell,  not  as  the  quicks  but  current  lilvcr 
contraded  or  expanded  itfclf  within  its 
fecret  cell. 

It  is  impoffible  to  record  a  tenth  part 
of  the  wonderful  efleds  this  latent  fourcc 
of  life  and  fpirits  has  produced  on  the, 
animal  oeconomy;  what  fmiles  of  com¬ 
placency  and  I'ervilc  .adulation  to  my  lord 
Bloodrich,  who  no  fooner  turns  bis  back, 
than  contempt  and  dcrilion*  overtake 
him  !  What  can  this  be  owing  to,  is,  id 
this  cafe,  a  queflion  fufficient  to  affront 
thofe  to  whom  it  is  put^?  What  but  this 
magic  power  could  have  transformed 
NedTuilfic  into  a  gentleman,  jufticc  All- 
paunch  into  a  wit,  or  ’fquire  Wefton  in¬ 
to  .a  man  of  tafte?  What  but  this  could 
have  given  poignancy  to  the  moft  infipid 
jokes,  .and  weight  to  the  moft  fupeificial 
nrguinents  of  afdcrman  Heavyfide?  It  is 
this  that,  with  more  than  tutelary  power, 
proteds  its  votaries  from  infuUs  and  op- 
prclfions,  that  lilences  the  enraged  accu- 
(er,  and  fnatches  the  fword  from  the  ve¬ 
ry  band  of  juftice.  Towns  .and  cities, 
like  Jericho,  without  any  miracle,  have  • 
fallen  flat  before  it :  It  has  flopped  the 
mouths  of  cannon ;  and,  more  furprifing 
llill ! — of  fadion  and  (lander.  What  (hall 
I  fay. more?  It  has  thrown  a  fort  of  glo-  . 
ry  .about  the  globofe  and  opaque  (kullt 
of  quorum  juftices,  imparted  a  dread 
and  reverence  to  the  enfigns  of  authori¬ 
ty,  made  youth  and  beauty  fly  into  the 
arms  of  old  age  and  impotence,  given  • 
charms  to  deformity  and  deteftetion, 
transformed  Hymen  into  Mammon,  and 
the  god  of  love  into  a  fatyr.  It  has  built 
bridges  without  foundations,  libraries 
without'  books,  and  churches  without 
minifters : — and  ftrange,  paifing  ftrange  ! 
it  ba&  even  iufufed  honour  into  a  puppy^ 
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courage  into  a  motlern  ofliccr,  and  ho- 
nefty  into  a  ftock-jobbfi .  In  fliort,  thcre 
is  nothing  wonderful  it  ha#  not  cfiV^flcrd, 
CKCcpt  making  us  wife,  virtuous  and 
happy.

T'r  is  a  trite  obfervation  that  example 
h  IS  much  greater  influence  on  man¬ 
kind  than  precept,  and  indeed  the  flighteft 
attention  to  their  actions  will  evidently 
evince  that  the  adage  is  founded  on  the 
b.dis  of  truth. 

I'rom  what  foiirce  does  the  immorality 
of t lie  world  in  general  proceed?  Per- 
lyips  fome  may  anfwer,  from  the  corrup¬ 
tion  of  the  human  heart.  To  what  canfe 
is. thc  mnch  to  be  lamented  eontempt  of 
(fod  and  religion  to  be  attributed  ?  1  will 
no  doubt  be  told,  to  the  innate  depravity 
of  mankind.  Rut  I  have  rather  a  more 
fav('urable  opinion  of  mankind  even  in 
their  lapfed  Hate  (when  the  advantage  of 
a  virtuous  education  is  not  wanting), 
than  to  aferibe  the  prefent  monftrous 
pitch  t>f  wickednefs  at  which  thc  world 
is  arrived,  altirgether  to  a  native  inclina¬ 
tion  to  Ik*  vicious.  1  am  apt  to  imagine 
that  thc  example  of  a  degenerate  w’orld 
is  more  pernicious  to  thc  greater  part  of 
thofe  who  arc  l>egiiJning  to  a^t  on  the 
theatre  of  life,  than  the  bad  difpofitions 
which  lye  in  their  own  bofoms.  It  miifl 
be  owned,  that  in  the  heat  of  youth,  paf- 
iions  are  hcad-ftrong  and  violent;  but 
thefe,  by  proper  management,  may  be 
made  fubjed  to  rcafon,  and  thc  incul¬ 
cating  of  virtuous  principles  upon  youth 
would  enable  them  to  criilh  thc  impetu- 
c'fity  of  their  paflions,  were  it  not  that 
they  thoughtlekdy  run  into  thc  company 
of  monfters  (for  they  deferve  not  the 
appi'llation  of  men),  who  ufc  every  arti¬ 
fice  to  irritate  and  inflame  them,  and  can 
never  reft  fatisfied  till  they  make  the  in- 
^t^nt  and  unwary  become  altogether 
fuch  as  they  are. 

The  generality  of  our  youth  (I  mean 


of  thofe  who  msy  be  reckoned  above  thc  mKU 
vulgar)  are  inflruded  in  the  principle!

(for  even  parents  that  are  vicious  would

□ank  of  England  w  ere  to  take  the  mat- 
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ter  under  ferioiis  deliberation  the  next? 
day.  Meanwhile,  molt  or  all  the  paper 
of  the  Douglas  banking  company,  wai 
throw  n  out. 

The  conduct  of  the  dire(5lors  of  the 
bank  of  England  on  Ibis  occalion  will,, 
in  after  times,  be  thought  very  extraor¬ 
dinary;  they  are  compofed  of  twenty- 
four  directors,  befides  the  governor  and 
fnb-governor,  all  of  them  men  of  cha- 
radcr,  of  fortune,  and  fome  of  them 
men  of  knowledge  in  trade;  but  in  the 
preient  confternation,  theft  who  lee  it 
will  not  be  furj>riitd,  that  they  have  not* 
been  able  to  prcl'crve  their  ufual  prefence 
of  mind ;  It  iliould  naturally  be  confider-  . 
ed  as  a  lucky  circumftance,  that  fo 
great  a  company  as  that  of  the  Douglas^ 
bank,  vvhofc  bottom  was  fo  much  lupc- 
rior  to  all  their  engagements,  were  wil¬ 
ling  to  interpofc  in  a  crilis  of  this  kind; 
fince  it  is  humbly  believed,  that  had  the 
bank  of  England  thought  proper  to  dif- 
count  freely  the  bills  of  this  bank,. ' 
drawn  on  w  hatever  houfe,  the  fecurity 
ultimately  refting  on  the  bottom  of  the 
Douglas  bank,  the  mifehief  might  have 
been  calily  prevented,  luppohiig  they 
had  diiregarded  all  the  paper  that  was 
drawn  by  individuals  from  Scotland; 
liuce  the  fecurity  of  any  private  houfe  ■ 
could  never  be  compared  with  ihe/ecu- 
rity  of  this  bark.  But  the  condu<5t  of 
the  bank  i.f  England  was  diametrically 
oppolite;  they  continued  difeounting.  the 
bills  of  a  conrideral>ie  houfe  in  Edin¬ 
burgh  upon  the  capital  houfes  w’ith 
w  hom  they  arc  conm<5t^d,  but  Ihowed. 
no  mercy  on  the  paper  of  the  Douglas 
bank,  with  the  additional  fecurity  of  the 
heft  acceptances  in  London, 

This  leems  the  more  extraordinary,  as 
the  Itcurity  of  the  Douglas  bank  might 
have  been  better  underftood.  Some  of 
the  gentlemen  of  the  diieClion  had  great' 
connections  in  fome  of  them  ' 

iiad  even  travelitd  to  that  country,  and' 
C('r.feqiiently  might  Ih:  fiippoied  to  have 
made  Ihemlelves  matters  of  the  circum- 
Itances  and  credit  of  the  banking  com¬ 
panies  in  Scotland,  particularly'  of  the*. 
greatert  bank  of  all;  but  the  truth  is,  in* 
times  ofdifinay,  men  lofe  the  advantages  ' 
ot  their  knowledge  and  exp>erience;  in 
confeqncnce  of  w  hich,  the  maxims  and 
rules  of  conduct  which  were  eltablifhed, 
and  perhaps  proper  in  times  of  tranquil¬ 
lity,  arc  purlucd,  and  the  only  means  of 
faving  the  public  ruin  in  the  (torm,  arc 
neglected. 
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Among  other  incidents,  which  ferved 
to  incrcafc  the  common  diftrefs,  moft  of 
the  houfes  in  London  were  afraid  to  ac¬ 
cept  i^cots  bills :  particularly  the  bills  of  a 
young  houfeiin  Edinburghy  on  a  capital 
111  op  here,  were  refufed  acceptance. 
This  coiinedion  had  fublifted  for  fomc 
years,  and  had  fwelled  to  a  great  amount, 
and  many  wife  men  were  perplexed  a- 
bout  the  foundation  of  this  account; 
how  ever,  as  the  bankers  were  among  the 
firft  in  this  city,  their  credit  wasfufficient 
to  give  them  a  currency,  notwithftand- 
ing  the  bank  thought  proper  to  reject 
them,  almohconftantlyrfor  fome  months 
palt. 

As  feveral  Scots  houfes,  who  are 
known  to  be  under  large  engagements, 
and  believed  to  depend  greatly  on  the 
remittances  they  wxrc  to  receive  from 
this  hoiife  in  Edtnburghy  fo  foon  as  it 
came  to  be  knowm  that  all  bills  drawn 
upon  tliis  Ihop  by  faid  houfe  were  refut¬ 
ed  acceptance,  the  general  dillrufl  was 
greatly  increafed,and  for  feveral  days,  it 
may  be  affirmed,  that  few  of  thefc  houfes 
could  difeount  a  fingle  piece  of  paper 
with  their  name  upon  it :  at  the  fame 
time,  while  thefe  bankers,  under  fifty 
frivolous  pretences,  refufed  to  accept 
the  bills  drawn  upon  them,  they  were 
abundantly  anxious  to  avail  themfelvcs 
of  the  remittances  received  from  Edin¬ 
burgh  y  upon  thefe  very  houfes  whom 
they  had  diftrelTed;,  the  bills  were  fent 
out  immediately  for  acceptance,  and  in- 
ftead  of  waiting,  as  ufual,  till  next  morn¬ 
ing,  to  receive  them  back,  their  clerks 
w-eic  ordered  to  befeech  thefe  people  to 
accept  them  inflantly,  which  was  fre¬ 
quently  complied  with. 

This  was  certainly  a  very  imprudent 
conduct  on  the  part  of  thefe  genttemen, 
and  can  only  be  accounted  for  from  the 
ctfeds  of  fear,  which  deprives  men  of 
the  natural  means  of  felf  prefervation ; 
fince  there  was  every  rcafon  to  exped, 
that  the  refufal  to  accept  thefe  bills,'  at 
this  juncture,  would  prove  ruinous  to 
many;  and  how  far  the  diforder  might 
extend,  when  once  begun,,  the  wifeft 
man  could  not,  without  prefiimption, 
forctcl.  Meanwhile  the  cooleft  obfervers 
were  amazed  tofee,thatthe  very  houfes 
fuppofed  to  depend  and  truft  intirely  to 
thefc  remittances,  went  on  with  their 
ufual  tranquillity,  to  anfwer  all  their  en¬ 
gagements;  their  bills  in  dependence 
were  known  to  be  very  great,  they  were 
iiil  paid ;  nay,  their  other  engagements 
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were  anfwcred  with  the  fame  pundualiiy 
as  in  ordinary  times.  This  may  be  fu^ 
ficient  to  Oiow,  that  but  for  the  defpe^ 
rate  conduct  of  thefe  gentlemen,  and  of 
fome  others,  the  milchief  would  have 
foon  been  ilopt. 

Meanwhile,  the  condmft  of  the  bank, 
of  England  continued  to  be  equally 
aftonilhing;  many  deliberations  were 
faid  to  be  held ;  lawyers  were  confulted, 
propofals  and  plans  were  concerted;  ia 
Ihort,  every  thing  was  done,  but  the 
fingle  thing  needful  to  ftop  the  univerfalr 
bankruptcy  of  this  country. 

It  is  faid,  that  formal  propofals  were 
fent  to  the  duke  of  ^ucenjherryy  and 
others  interefted  in  the  Douglas  bank, 
in  w’hich  the  bank  of  England  offered 
to  difeount  the  drafts  of  the  Douglar 
bank,  provided  that  the  extent  of  the 
circulation  Ihould  be  immediately  re¬ 
duced  at  the  rate  of  1.  quarterly,  and 
that  thefe  .gentlemen  ffiould  engage  to 
give  the  bank  of  England\mmcd\7iic  fc- 
curity  on  lands  in  England  to  the  ex¬ 
tent  of  1 0,000 1.  per  annum* 

Thefc  propofals  were  fuitable  to  the 
general  condmft  of  the  bank  of  England:- 
and,  without  infifting  on  finther  obfer- 
vations,  is  it  not  aftonilhing,  that  men- 
acquainted  with  the  nature  of  credit 
ihould  exadt  an  obligation  to  do  what 
in  many  circumftances  might  prove  im- 
poffible?  As  an  inftance  how  much  the 
circulation  of  this' bank  depends  upoi> 
circumftances,  it  may  be  obferved,  that 
though,  from  the  firft  eftabliftiment  till* 
within  thefc  few  weeks,  this  circulatioir 
never,  at  any  one  period,  exceeded 
300,000 1.  it  has  fwelled  fince  to  about 
450,000!. 

To  ffiow  their  conliftency,  the  bank' 
thought  proper,  at  this  very  jundlure^ 
for  the  firft' time,  to  throw  out  the  bill» 
of  a  principal  houfe  of  Edinburgh  oa 
three  moft  capital  houfes  in  London^ 
that  had  never  been  refuied  before. 

The  noble  duke  very  properly  took 
feveral  days  to  deliberate  on  a  matter  of 
this  importance  ;  while  the  bank  of  Eng¬ 
land  pretended  to  be  difobliged  at  not 
receiving  an  immediate  anfwer,  and  con¬ 
tinued  to  throw  out,  as  ufual,  every  piece 
of  paper  in  which  the  Douglas  company 
appeared  to  be  concerned. 

Th‘e  general  ferment  of  men’s  mindo 
was  too  great  not  to  ripen  into  a  violent 
combuftion.  Every  moment  there  waa 
reafon  to  expedt  that  e\ery  thing  would 
fall  into  confufico. 
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In  thefe  circiimftances,  while  the  moft 
ref|Kdablc  hoiil’cs  were  conlulcred  on 
the  brink  of  falling,  a  gentleman  of  con- 
iidcrablc  fortune  in  the  IVcji-  Indies,  but 
who  had  large  tlcpendeneies,  found  him- 
Iclf  in  danger  of  adually  Hopping.  Some 
frienda,  who  knew  his  bottom,  were  de- 
firous  to  intei  pofe,  particularly  a  gentle¬ 
man  of  great  landed  proiKity,  who  is 
intirely  unacquainted  with  this  perlon, 
and  had  no  other  interell  than  as  a  friend 
to  public  credit,  and  to  ierve  triend 
wIk)  wa!>  conneded  with  this 
{iia  houfe.  Atx'ordingly  this  honourable 
gentleman  being  fallstied  W'lth  the  fecu- 
rity  for  a  greater  amount,  contented  to 
accept  a  bill  drawn  by  a  citizen  ol  known 
fortune  for  i  %,oojI.  which  it  was  ex- 
pt'Ctcd  would  be  difeounted  at  the  bank; 
this,  to  the  aftonilhment  of  every  body, 
was  refnfed,  and  fomc  of  the  diredors 
gave  out  that  it  was  necelVary  topi'tK:ure 
the  additional  feeurity  of  a  third  perfon 
of  credit  in  the  city.  Fortunately  this 
honourable  gentleman  was  able,  upon  a 
very  fliort  warning,  to  find  the  money 
t'lfewhere,  to  the  mifehief  was  ftill  ftopt 
for  this  time. 

This  accident,  w’hich  came  to  be  ge¬ 
nerally  known,  fervcil  greatly  to  inflame 
the  prefent  difordcr;  luch  diftruft  and 
filch  jealoufy  was  never  known  in  this 
great  city.  It  will  hardly  be  credited  by 
pollcrily,  that  one  of  the  capital  houfes 
of  lhi>*  city  was  obliged  to  pledge  a  good 
bill  of  i  >,oool.  to  procure  600 1.  to  aiif- 
wer  a  prclling  exigency. 

Thefe  fads,  which  the  writer  believes 
may  be  depended  upon,  may  give  the 
public  fome  light  into  the  caufes  of  the 
prefent  difordcr,  which  niiift  necellarily 
prrKiuce  a  convullion  tliat  may  ihake 
every  corner  of  this  kingdom;  linec  li¬ 
mited  iiniH  the  notions  of  that  man  l>e, 
w  ho  can  vainly  imagine  that  the  difere- 
dit  of  a  part  of  the  country  can  be  indif- 
lerent  to  the  reft ;  it  would  Ik  equally 
abfurd  as  to  fiippofe  that  the  cutting  otf 
the  legs  and  the  arms  were  not  to  have 
tiled  on  the  head  and  the  reft  of  the  .hu¬ 
man  binly.  Scotland  is  not  fo  incon- 
Jidcrable  a  part  of  this  ifland,  (however 
it  has  been  defpifed  by  a  certain  party  of 
political  writers)  as  to  perilh  without 
ruining  the  reft;  and  it  may  be  afiirmcd 
with  alTurance,  that  there  is  not  a  man 
in  this  city,  nay,  in  Great  Britain,  that 
is  worth  5  1.  who  will  not  be  affeded  by 
the  confufton  that  is  like  to  follow.  The 
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writer  has  lieen  obliged  to  talk  freely  of 
men  and  things;  the  occafion  is  too  fe-. 
rious  for  trifling ;  he  hopes  he  has  faid 
nothing  that  is  indecent;  fare  he  is,  that 
he  luu  faid  nothing  dilagreca'^le  but  from 
a  convidion  of  the  neceiFity  of  it  on  this 
occafion.  He  is  above  peiTonal  refent- 
ment  at  any  time,  and  much  more  fo  in 
times  like  thefe.  What  will  be  the  end,' 
and  what  is  the  remedy  of  this  violent 
tliforder,  it  might  at  this  moment  be  pre- 
fumptioii  in  him  to  fay.  It  is  fiifficient 
that  he  has  now  taken  the  li^rty  to’ 
touch  upon  the  caufes  of  the  difeafe, 
which  is  perhaps  the  greateft  ftep  to¬ 
wards  finding  out  the  cure..  If  thefe 
fads  and  obfervations  are  found  by  the 
public  to  be  of  any  importance,  it  may,  • 
perhaps,  encourage  him  afterwards,  to 
I'ubmit  to  the  public  attention  what 
more  he  has  to  ofter  on  the  fame  fub-

TTOR  a  month  part,  they  have  been 

A  very  bufy  at  Giurgewo,  in  fettling 
the  preliminary  articles.  When  the 
Turkilh  keeper  of  the  feals,  who  is  alfo 
A'cretary  to  the  divan,  received  a  copy  of 
the  articles  from  M.  Wilde,  a  Ruflian  of¬ 
ficer,  he  faid  to  him,  “  I  conjure  you  not 
to  offer  to  us  too  humiliating  terms. 
Your  foldiers  follow  pundually  the  or¬ 
ders  of  their  commanders,  while  ours, 
on  the  contrary,  think  of  nothing  but 
flight ;  it  is  impoffiblc,  therefore,  for  us 
to  fuftain  a  war  againft  you.” 

IVarfanUt  June  3.  “  The  miniftry 
Eave  publifhed  the  copy  of  a  letter  from 
Peterlburgh,  which  affures  us  that  the 
truce  between  the  Porte  and  Rulfia  is 
concluded  upon.  The  courts  of  Vienna 
and  Berlin  are  doing  all  in  their  power 
to  eftablilh  pcace.~Oiir  politicians  are 
at  a  lofs  tt>  find  out  why  the  Ruliians 
‘ftrengthen  their  forces  in  Poland,  vvhilft 
the.  confederates  are  daily  growing 
weaker.

Warfa^iVy  June  i.  “  The  confede¬ 
rates,  finding  all  their  hopes  are  vahifh- 
ed,  are  ufing  their  utmoft  endeavours 
privately  to  come  to  a  reconciliation 
with  the  court.  It  is  faid,  that  the 
prince  primate  and  the  bilhop  of  Erme* 
land  will  go  to  the  Pruffian  army  near 
Marienwerder.” 

IVarfanut  June,  3.  “  An  exprefs 
from  Marienbourg  to  the  treafuryj  has 
brought  the  important  news,  that  a  mi- 
nifter  of  the  finances,  belonging  to  the 
.king  of  Pruffia,  had  declared  there,  that, 
as  Poilih  Pruffia  was  ceded  to  his  mafter, 
the  king  of  PrulTia,  all  thofe  who  had 
pods  under  the  government,  and  were 
willing  to  enter  into  the  Pruflian  fervice, 
migiu  continue  upon  the  fame  footing. 
If  they  would  declare  their  intention  in 
eight  days.” 

fVarfa*iVy  June  6.  **  The  king  qf 
Pruffia  has  ordered  a  canal  to  be  dug  in 
Great  Poland  between  the  Netze  and 
tbc  Brame,  to  make  a  communication 


between  thofe  two  rivers.  .Zaremba  hat 
waited  upon  the  king,  and  his  majefty 
has  appointed  him  major-general  of  the 
army.” 

Frontiers  of  Poland^  J^^^  6.  “  In' 
a  few  days  w'e  exped  two  manifeflos 
w'ill  be  publiflied  regarding  the  entry  of 
the  Auftrian  and  Pruffian  troops  into 
this  kingdom,  and  very  likely  the  new 
political  fyftem  of  Poland  will  be  con¬ 
tained  therein.  Some  people  are,  how¬ 
ever,  of  opinion,  that  theic -manifeftos 
will  not  be  publiffied  till  after  the  con- 
clufion  of  peace  between  Ruffia  and  the 
Porte.  We  are  affured  that  Ruffia  will 
keep  Bender,  Oczakow,  and  Azoph,  and 
the  free  navigation  on  the  Black  Sea^ 
and  be  paid  100  millions  of  Lyons 
crowns;  and  that*  the  king  of  Poland 
will  have  Wallachia  and  Moldavia  for 
himfelf  and  his  heirs,  even  though  they 
Ihould  not  afeend  the  throne  of  Poland.” 

JVarfanvy  June  10.  “  The  prince 

marlhal  of  the  crown  received  an  exprefs 
yefterday,  which  brought  advice,  that 
the  Auftrian  troops  have  entered  his  ter¬ 
ritories,  fituated  in  the  diftridtof  Bizere- 
miftfeh. — It  is  given  out  here,  that  a 
certain  court  fecretly  labours^ to  prolong 
the  negotiations  of  peace  between  Ruffia 
-and  the  Porte,  in  order  to  ferve  its  own 
ends,  which  time  will  difeover. — A  great 
many  of  the  confederates  are  at  prefent 
making  ufe  of  different  means  for  obtain¬ 
ing  a  reconciliation  with  the  king,  as 
well  as  with  the  Ruffians. — On  the  5th 
of  this  month  arrived  here  from  the  Cri¬ 
mea,  a  regiment  of  Ruffian  hiiffars, 
which  is  to  remain  here  for  fome  time.” 

Hague,  June  16.  “  According  *  to 
fome  accounts,  which  we  think  we  may 
depend  upon,  a  plan  is  adtually  formed 
for  dividing  the  Poliffi  dominions  be¬ 
tween  the  courts  of  Vienna,  Peter/burgh 
and  Berlin,  in  confequence  of  which  the 
former  is  to  have  a  great  part  of  South 
Poland;  the  fecond Poliffi  Ukraine,  and 
a  part  of  the  Du^'hy  of  Lithuania;  and 
the  third  Polifti  Pruffia;  and  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  kingdom  to  be  made  he¬ 
reditary  in  favour  of  the  prefent  king, 
who  is  to  maiTy  one  of  the  archdiicheffea 
of  Auftria.  It  is  faid,  that  the  king  of 
Pruffia  has  offered  in  this  cafe  to  cede  to 
the  court  of  Vienna  the  county  of  Glatz, 
which  borders  upon  Moravia ;  and  like- 
wife  that  his  Pruffian  majefty  has  fixed 
upon  the  i8th  inftant  for  taking  poffef- 
,  (ion  of  Polifti  Pruffia,  and  receiving  the 
homage  of  the  inhabitants*”

The 
above  refolution  is  already  figned  by  up¬ 
wards  of  fifty  of  the  molt  cutinent  mer¬ 
chants  and  traders  of  the  city  of  London. 

Several  all’iciations  of  the  nobility, 
gentry,  and  merchants,  refiding  at  the 
w  eft  end  of  the  town,  are  formed  for  the 
fupport  of  public  credit  at  the  prefent 
critical  juniture. 

I'he  ditfidence  occafioned  by  the  pre¬ 
fent  bankruptcies  in  the  city  of  London, 
has  thrown  many  families,  lately  in  af¬ 
fluent  circumftances,  into  inextricable 
misfortunes.  The  ruin  now  is  become 
more  general,  and  has  extended  itfelf  to 
the  inferior  clafs.

Edinbu-igh,  July  2. 

They  write  from  Loudon,  that  the  pa¬ 
nic  with  regard  to  credit  has  now  great¬ 
ly  fubfided.  Some  people  are  of  opinion 
that  the  bank  of  England's  refolution  of 
difeounting  few  or  no  bills  of  any  kind, 
w^as  a  fcheme  formed  to  diftrefs  the  pri¬ 
vate  banker,  and  to  alarm  people,  fo  as  to 
withdraw  their  calh  out  of  thofe  fhops, 
and  lodge  it  with  the  bank :  neither  the 
bank,  nor  private  bankers  in  London,  al¬ 
low  any  intereft  for  money  lodged  with 
them,  w'hich  makes  banking  a  very  lu¬ 
crative  trade,  as  they  can  employ  great 
part  of  the  money  fo  lodged  in  diicount- 
ing  bills,  &c.  The  hank,  it  is  faid,  ha* 
now  liegun  to  difeount  more  freely,  but 
not  till  after  they  had  been  threatened  1 
by  the  merchants  and  bankers  to  have  a 
run  made  on  themfelves,  if  they  refufed, 
to  difeount  good  bills.  We  hope  that 
the  worft  is  over,  and  that  credit  will 
foon  flow  in  its  proper  channel. 

The  principal  gentlemen,  merchants 
and  others,  in  and  about  the  city,  of 
Glafgow,  and  the  magiftrates,  town- 
council,  and  principal  merchants  and  in^ 
habitants  of  Greenock,  have  figned  and 
publilhed  a  refolution  to  take  the  notes 
of  Douglas,  Heron  and  Co.  in  payments 
as  ufual.

“  This  week  we  have  had  a  very  great 
quantity  of  thunder  and  lightning,  at¬ 
tended  with  rain  and  feme  hail;  particu¬ 
larly  on  Sunday  we  had  as  violent  a  hail- 
fhower  as  ever  was  known  in  the  memo¬ 
ry  of  man;  and,  by  various  accounts 
from  fcveral  parts,  it  has  been  pretty  ge¬ 
neral. 

“  We  hear  from  Irthington  in  Cum¬ 
berland,  that,  on  Saturday  and  Sunday 
laft,  they  had  there,  and  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood,  a  great  deal  of  thunder  and  light¬ 
ning,  attended  with  hail  and  rain;  the 
haiUtones  were  fo  large,  that  they  were 
computed  to  be  an  inch  fquare,  and 
feerned  to  be  like  fquare  pieces  of  ice. 
A  cow  was  killed  near  a  place  called  the 
Long  Park,  by  lightning. 

“  From  Cargrave  in  Craven,  York- 
fhire,  we  have  received  the  following 
melancholy  account,  v/z.  That,  about 
four  o’cllxrk  on  Saturday  afternoon,
